4. East Cambridge Conservation District Study. (March 17, April 21). On October 3, 2019 the Com-

mission initiated a one-year study period during which building permit applications are reviewed 

by the CHC. The Commission voted to renew the study for another year in September 2020.  

The ECNCD Study Committee continues meeting virtually via Zoom, usually with 15-30 

members of the public in attendance. The meetings are also broadcast on Cityview-22. On 

March 17 and April 21 CHC staff presented on NCD jurisdiction implementation, citing 

different conservation districts in Cambridge with varied levels of review. Staff explained the 
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significance of generating a goal statement for a district and read four draft goal statements de-

veloped by staff, members of the study committee, and public. The study committee and public 

discussed and commented on the various goal statements and adopted one as a draft. The Com-

mittee and members of the public also discussed jurisdiction and residential guidelines. Presen-

tation slides and a recording of the meeting can be found on our website under the ‘Districts 

& Historic Properties’ and East Cambridge NCD Study tabs.

4. Survey of Architectural History in Cambridge. Eric Hill is updating the survey with MHC forms 

and is consulting with MHC about expanding NR listings. Updated outer Mass. Ave. survey to 

include post-1975 buildings. Completed MHC survey forms for 31 Madison Street and 8 Ellery 

Street (both NR-eligible). 

5. Staff met with Cambridge Housing Authority (CHA) staff and went over their portfolio of 

properties and categorized them based on architectural and historical significance. From 

this, the CHC and CHA can work together on redevelopment proposals of properties and 

consult on design and preservation issues.  

VII.  Publications 

1.   Building Old Cambridge. Four thousand copies were printed; as of January 31, 2020, 2,019 had 

left the warehouse and net sales totaled $53,765.  

2. Oral history publications. We are considering reprinting Crossroads: Stories of Central Square 

(2001), and Cambridge City Hall (1990), which have gone out of print. A recent Council Order 

requested a report on the feasibility of reinstituting an oral history program that would fo-

cus on the Black community. 

3. Cambridge Street Names. Volunteer Michael Kenney has updated a catalogue of city streets orig-

inally compiled by City Engineer Lewis Hastings in the 19th century. After hard copies have been 

on the market for a while, we’ll post it on the CHC website. 

4. Out of print publications. The MIT Press has scanned and released Report Two: Mid Cam-

bridge (1967), Three: Cambridgeport (1971), Five: Northwest Cambridge (1977), and East 

Cambridge (1988) as open-access PDFs.

XV. Budgets, Personnel, and Facilities.  

1. The proposed FY2022 CHC budget at $831,680 is essentially level-funded from last year except 

for a 3.0% cost-of-living increase. Our request to make Meta Partenheimer’s position as Digital 

Project Archivist permanent has been postponed again until FY2023; she is currently funded by a 

two-year CPA appropriation that supports the C-DASH project that we will seek to have re-

newed. The City Council’s Budget Committee approved the budget on May 18th without 

comment.
